Clarke remembers

Nicholas J. Schrup, 66, died Tuesday, 
January 16, 1996, after a long illness. 

After the devastating fire which 
destroyed our previous library, the new 
library was dedicated in his honor in 
1987, now known as the Nicholas J. 
Schrup Library, 

Schrup was born in Dubuque, Iowa, 
on September 28, 1929. Schrup went to 
St. Anthony’s Grade School, then on to 
Loras Academy where he graduated in 
1943. He graduated from Georgetown 
University and received his B.S.S. in 
195], 

In the early 1960’s, Schrup became a 
member of the Advisory Board at Clarke. 
After the Advisory Board became the 
Board of Trustees in 1968, he was a char- 
ter member where he remained in the 
Position, until his recent death. 

“Mr. Schrup was a great man, He had 
the ability to always make you feel good 
and make you feel special, like you were 
the center of attention,” said Sister 
Catherine Dunn, BVM. “Mr. Schrup 
Cared deeply about the students here at 
Clarke, that is why he singled us out and 


became so involved and committed.” 

Schrup was the chairman of the board 
of American Trust & Savings Bank. He 
was also very dedicated to serving the 
needs of the Dubuque community. He 
was very involved with Clarke, the Boys 
and Girls Club, and countless other local 
organizations. 

“Nick Schrup never grew old. The 
students here at Clarke kept him young. 
He loved the students and was absolutely 
glued to Clarke,” said Monsignor John 
Dalton after the memorial mass that was 
held in the chapel last Thursday. “He had 
physical limitations, with diabetes affect- 
ing his limbs terribly, but he never let that 
slow him down. He was a great man.” 

At the memorial service, Sister 
Catherine Dunn shared a story that was 
told to her by Sister Mary Ann Zollman, 
BVM. 

In the mid 1980's, when some farmers 
were forced to foreclose on their farms, 
Clarke gave out a scholarship to one 
member of ten families. They were given 
to people who showed an interest and 
desire to move into another career and 
better their lives with a college education.

M L. Heidkamp, a 1971 Clarke 
graduate, will speak about how to 
think and act globally in our everyday 
lives. Her presentation is Tuesday, 
February 6, at 7 PM, at the Mary Benedict 
Formal Lounge. Her three main points of 
discussion will be defining global aware- 
ness, reading the signs of the time, and 
the world image or vision for the future. 

Heidkamp is the director of the 
Campaign for Human Development for 
the Archdiocese of Chicago. At the arch- 
diocese, Heidkamp actively recruits and 
trains volunteer committees that oversee 
the various fund-raising and funding pro- 
grams. She also represents the archdio- 
cese on urban affairs and works with 
community groups. 

She spent her early years in Queen of 
Angels Parish on the north side of 
Chicago. Her love and passion for global 
awareness was first manifested after she 
moved to South Africa when she was 11 
years old. As a teenager she joined orga- 
nizations where she could learn more 
about social matters. 

She taught catechism in a black town- 
ship, and assisted in a program for chil- 
dren in the colored townships. After 
graduating from St. Theresa’s High 
School in Johannesburg, South Africa, 
she attended Clarke where she received a 
bachelor of arts degree in sociology. 

Then she moved to Kyoto and Tokyo, 
Japan, where she taught conversational 
English to Japanese business persons and 
high school students. 

After five years in Japan she came 
back to the United States and in 1977 she 
started working at the Diocese of

There was a mother attending Clarke 
at the time, when her daughter decided to 
marry. The couple was at a loss. With the 
closing of their farm and no money com- 
ing in, they knew they would not be able 
to afford a wedding without getting a 
loan. 

The distraught mother talked with 
Sister Mary Ann about her fears. 
Zollman told her not to worry, and called 
Schrup for some advice. He immediately 
told her “come down to the bank” and 
gave her a loan for the wedding. He not 
only gave them a loan, he personally 
went and bought the wedding dress for 
her daughter. 

This was just one of the many stories 
told about Schrup and his big heart. 
“Schrup. didn’t want to be acknowledged 
for what he was doing, and did not want 
recognition for the gifts he gave, he did it 
out of the kindness of his heart,” said 
Dunn. 

“He was a very caring and giving man. 
He also had a great sense of humor. He 
was always working behind the scenes. 
He was very effecient that way. He was 
gifted with opportunity and wealth, and 


Providence, designing programs to 
involve Catholics more actively in social 
missions of the church. Later she moved 
to the Diocese of Rochester, NY, and 
served as a diocesan spokesperson on jus- 
tice and peace concerns. Heidkamp led 
successful campaigns resulting in 
widespread diocesan action on issues 
such as welfare benefits increase on that 
area. 

In 1984 she was promoted to associate 
director of the division of social ministry, 
where she worked to restructure the 
diocesan resources to help effectively 
reach to communities’ needs. After her 
daughter was born in 1985, she began a 
job as a consultant for the United States 
Catholic Conference through Heidkamp- 
Lund Resource Associates. In 1993 
Heidkamp received a doctor of ministry 
degree from McCormick Theological 
Seminar. 

Currently, besides working for the 
Archdiocese of Chicago, she publishes 
articles related to her work. In 1990, she 
wrote a book with her husband, James R. 
Lund, called “Moving Faith into Action.” 

This beek is 2 detailed and practical 
book that provides pastoral ministers with 
all the information and resources they 
need to form a social ministry committee 
in their parish. The book is the product of 
12 years of experience and involvement 
in social action organization. The couple 
also wrote articles on social action for 
some magazines like this months issue of 
“Salt of the Earth,” a social peace and jus- 
tice magazine. 

Heidkamp said she is trying to make 
her message apply to everyday life 
through the sharing of her stories.

Boulder became Caneiro and 
Livingston’s home for seven years. One 
of those seven years was spent in 
Santiago, Spain, where the couple taught 
English for a year at the University of 
Santiago. 

Because Livingston was from the 
Midwest, he and Caneiro had hoped to 
find teaching positions here, Caneiro and 
Livingston had heard about the Clarke and 
Loras teaching positions through the 
Mother Language Association, which puts 
out job lists and advertises them national- 
ly. 

Caneiro said she and her family plan to 
stay in Dubuque for a long time. Caneiro 
said she really enjoys teaching her four 
classes at Clarke because she feels her stu- 
dents are very motivated and they want to 
excel.

Tamayo, who started working at 
Clarke last semester, lost a week of work 
and classes. Tamayo said he was sup- 
posed to receive his visa by February

People who wish to donate any blood must be in good 
general health, weigh at least 110 pounds and be at least 17 


years old. 


Those who haven’t donated will have to fill out some 


because of the government shutdown. 

He said he had to go to Bogota, where 
the consul is located, which is 30 min- 
utes by plane and seven hours by car 
from where he lives in Medellin. 

When Tamayo got to Bogota, he 
called the United States Embassy and 
explained his problem about work and 
studies. Tamayo said that this problem 
not only affected him, but also affected 
another Colombian student, Catalina 
Echeverry. He said that by means of a 
friend in Echeverry’s family they were 
able to obtain the visa. The visas were 


given to them on January 12 but they 
arrived in Medellin January 15. 

That was not the only problem they 
had to face, Tamayo said. They were put 
onto a waiting list so they could fly back 
to the United States. They both got their 
seats for January 20. After all the trou- 
bles, Tamayo said that he was very happy 
to be back and that he was catching up 
with his all his work. 

Echeverry said that she was worried 
during the whole process of the govern- 
ment shutdown because this is her first 
semester as a regular student at Clarke 


and she didn’t want to fall behind. 

She said that she and Tamayo were 
able to get the passport and visa by means 
of a travel agency and also by calling the 
embassy at the same time. Echeverry said 
that their problem was resolved faster 
than some of the rest because they were 
staying in the same state and at the same 
school. ‘ 

Echeverry said her biggest concern 
was seeing the people in Colombia losing 
money and plane tickets without being 


able to help them. 


Papers with general information and if you have donated 
before make sure to bring your donation card with you.

Sure, pulse, and temperature.Following the donation, you 
will be asked to drink some juice and eat something and stay 
in the area for a few minutes. The entire donation process 
takes from 30 minutes to an hour. 

Some people are conformable with donating blood while 
others aren’t. 

; Sophomore Chris Winn has donated blood since he was 
in high schoo] and donated about five times. 

“It doesn’t bother me to donate and it also helps other 
people; it doesn’t take that much time and I get free donuts,” 
Winn said. 

Before you donate any blood remember to eat a well- 
balanced meal with in four hours of giving blood, make sure 
you haven’t donated for at least eight weeks and make sure 
you are recovered from any illness and feeling well. %
